The Inferior Sort is made up of many, 
ſuch as the Auditors of Accompts, the De- 
puty Attorney General, -Abbots, Lawyers, 
Officers of -the Revenue, AG TIE and Merchants. *

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The Foundation of each Bed is Ten Thouſand Livres. 

Livres, made by ſeveral Hoſpitals, Pariſhes, and 

particular Perſons of the Kingdom. When a Bed 

. — empty, either by the Cure, or Death of 

the Sick, *tis the Founder's Right to name another, 

in Caſe the Phyſician and Surgeon of this Hoſpital 
find the Perſon ſo named to be Incurable. 

None of the Incurables can go abroad, or eat or 
drink with any Perſons that come to ſee them. 
5 Chaplains, whoſe Salary, beſides Lodging and 

Diet, is Five Hundred Livres each. 2500 
A Phyſician of the Faculty of Paris, without 

Diet or Lodging, who comes only every Tueſday at 

Three a Clock in the Afternoon, and has a Crown 

from each Incurable, upon his firſt coming into the 

Hoſpital, after he and the Surgeon viſit him, One 

Thouſand Livres. , 

x Surgeon, Examined Surgeon of Paris, who has 

Diet and Lodging, Frve Hundred Livres for Inſtru- 

ments, and no other Appointments but what he 

gains by his Practice; and a Crown from each Per- 
fon admitted, as the Phyſician has: He muſt like- 
wiſe ſerve as the Apothecary, in having all Medi- 
cines in his own Management. 

One of the Surgeon's Mates of Hate! Dieu, who 

has the Privilege of becoming Maſter, by his being 
admitted to ſerve in this Hoſpital, but has no Sa- 

_ lary, Diet, or Lodging from it, and only receives 

his Appointments from Hotel Dieu, where he till 

ſerves, and is lodged and fed as the other Mates.

The Kings our Predeceſſors have always thought, that no- 
thing could be more agreeable to the Title of Moft Chriſtian, 
than to caſt Eyes of Pity and Compaſſion on the Poor and Mi- 

ferable, the true Members of our Lord and Saviour 
Chriſt: And all the Actions by which they have render'd 
themſelves illuſtrious and renown'd through the whole Earth, 
have, among other things, plainly appear'd, by the great 
Number of Monaſteries, Hoſpitals, and Sick Houſes, which 
they have built, Founded, and endowed, not only in this 
Kingdom, but in all other Parts of Chriſtendom where their 
Power and Authority has extended; in whoſe Imitation many 
of their Subjects (moved with a holy Zeal) have likewiſe em- 
ployed a conſiderable Part of their Subſtance, to provide 
Neceſlaries for the Support and Comfort of the Poor and 
Needy. 'Thus, by the Grace of God, and the Liberality of 
good Men, things are come to that Paſs, that for every Diſ- 
eaſe and Infirmity which the Poor can be afflicted with, and 
of what Age ſoever, there are Houſes ordained and eſta- 
bliſhed, where they may retire, and find Relief and Reme- 
dies proper for their DNR except thoſe who are trou- 
bled with ſuch inveterate Diſeaſes, as are reputed incurable; 
and for thoſe there has not as yet been any particular Houſe 
provided: Whence it comes to pals, that thoſe who are affli- 
cted with them not being admitted or received into other 
Ho'pitals deſign'd for thoſe that are capable of Cure, remain 
languiſhing in the Streets and High-ways, without Relief or 
Comfort,” to the great Regret and Diſſatisfaction of good and

taken Notice of, and conſider'd by a Perſon of eminent Qua- 
lity, who reſolving to ſet the firſt Hand to the Work, be- 
gan with a preſent Contribution for the Aſſiſtance and Sup- 
port of ſuch poor Incurables, in order to invite other de- 
vout and charitable People, by his Example, to take Part 
in ſo good an Undertaking ; and it _ his Opinion, that a 
Foundation of ſuch Importance cannot be hetter performed, 
than under the Conduct and Direction of the Governours of 
the Grand Hotel Dieu of our good City of Paris, who are well 
vers'd in ſuch OEconomies, he has particularly conferred 
with ſome of them about it, and at laſt contracted, according 
to his Intention, for the Building and Endowing of an Hoſpi- 
tal and Houſe for the Retreat and Comfort of infirm People 
of this kind, which is to be regulated and managed by the 
ſaid Governours, but always diſtinctly, and without any In- 
terfere with the Revenues of the ſaid Hotel Dieu. In pur- 
ſuance of which, the ſaid Governours have begun the moſt 
neceſſary Part of the Building, without and near the Faux- 
burgb of St. Germain; infomuch, that the Circumference 
and Shell of the ſaid Hoſpital are already entirely finiſhed, 
and the moſt neceſſary Appointments pretty far advanced. 
But, foraſmuch as it 1s a publick Work, and a Foundation of 
the Commonwealth, which ought not-to go on without our 
Authority, Leave, and Permiſhon, the ſaid Governours have 
applied themſelves to us, humbly requeſting that we would 
grant them our Letters Patents for it; to which we being fa- 
vourably inclined, and judging the ſaid Eſtabliſhment neceſ- 
ſary ſor the Good and Comfort of our poor Subjects that are 
atfficted with ſuch incurable Diſtempers: And in order to turn 
the Eyes of the People from ſuch deplorable Objects, by the 
Advice of our Council, and our own full Power and royal 
Authority, we have allowed and approved of the ſaid Eſta- 
bliſnment, and all that the ſaid Governours have begun and 
done in it, and we do allow and approve of the ſame by theſe 
Preſents ſigned with our own-Hand, it is our Will, Order, and 
Pleaſure, that the ſaid Building ſhould be continued by: their

Governours and their Succeſſors may order and eſtabliſh ſuch 
Officers, Domeſticks, and Servants, as they ſhall judge ne- 
ceſſary for the Attendance and Entertainment of ſuch poor 
Incurables, and likewiſe appoint ſuch a Number of Clergy 
for their ſpiritual Aſſiſtance, the Celebration of divine Ser- 
vice, and the Adminiſtration of the Holy Sacraments, as 
there ſhall be Occaſion for; and that by the Order and 
OEconomy-'of the ſaid Hoſpital, they may make ſuch Rules 
and Statutes as _ ſhall judge convenient for the Direction 
and Government of the ſaid Houſe, according to the Inten- 
tion of the Founders and Endowers of it: All which we 
have and do permit them to do. And it is our Will, that 
the ſaid Rules and Statutes ſhould be obſerved, and inviolably 
kept in every Point by all thoſe whom they may concern : 
And to contribute on our Part to the Eſtabliſhment of the ſaid 
Houſe, which the preſent Poſture of our Affairs does not 
permit us to do ſuitably to our Intention, we have exempted, 
and do exempt, as much as in us lyes, the Houſes, Places, 
Farms, and real Eſtate, which have, or may be given or be- 
queathed to the ſaid Hoſpital, and all that 1s, or may be here- 
after acquired by the ſaid Governours: And for this Reaſon, 
they are not obliged to pay us any Lottery Tax, Mortmain, 
King's Tax, or any other 3 let our Occaſions be never 
ſo great; we have made, and do make, a free Donation of 
them, and upon Condition, to indemnify the particular Men 
of Subſtance ſo exempted by us, if any find themſelves mo- 
ved that Way, in ſuch a Caſe, we exhort them to uſe the 
fame Favour and Liberality towards the {aid Hoſpital, which

| Houſe of poor Incurables, from all Subſidies, Taxes, - Cuſtoms, 
Salt Duty, that are, or may be laid, and all other things that 
may be taken for Victuals, Proviſions, and other Neceſſaries, 
that ſhall be carried to the ſaid Hoſpital, for the Nouriſh- 
ment, Succour and Aſſiſtance of the Poor and Officers of the 
ſaid Houſe, and that they ſhall enjoy and uſe the ſaid Ex- 
emptions in the fame Manner that Hotel Dieu of our your 
City of Paris enjoys the ſame: And we expreſsly forbid all 
the Officers of our Revenue, and others, to levy or exact any, 
thing from them upon Account of the {aid Duties, upon Pain 
of forfeiting four times the Value, with all Coſt, Damages, 
and Intereſt: And in order to facilitate the Progreſs of the 
Affairs of the ſaid Hoſpital, and determine the Law-fuits and 
Diſputes which may happen about the Goods, Rights, and 
Revenues of the ſaid Houfe, as well as the Exemptions and 
Privileges granted unto it, it 1s our Will and Intention, that 
all the ſaid Diſputes and Law-ſuirs concerning the ſaid Goods, 
Rights, and Revenues, ſhould be tryed upon the firſt Demand 
in our Parliament Houſe, and thoſe that concern the ſaid Ex- 
emption and Privileges, in our Court of Aids (unleſs the ſaid 
Governours can be agreed with elſewhere) not before any 
other Judges whatſoever, we giving all Power, Juriſdiction, 
and Cognizance of the ſaid by Tp and Differences thar 
have, or may happen, to our Houſe or Parliament, and Court 
of Aids of Paris, each in their reſpective Stations, forbidding 
and prohibiting: the ſame to all other Courts and Judges. 


And we give it in Charge to our beloved and truſty Coun- 


fellours, holding our Court of Parliament and Court of Aids, 
that they cauſe theſe Preſents to be regiſtred, kept, obſerved, 
and inviolably maintained in every Point, according to their 
Form and Tenour, and that they permit the poor Incurables 
of the ſaid Hoſpital, to enjoy and uſe the ſame plainly, peace- 
ably, and for ever, without any Offence directly or indirectly.

ſend abroad for any other Confeſſors, without Leave of him 
who has the {piritual Charge of the ſaid Hoſpital, or of the 
Grand Vicar of the Abbey of St. Germain, who is the ſpiri- 
tuat Superior of the Fauxbungb, who will not refuſe this 
extraordinary Aſſiſtance, when there is Occaſion· for it.
